REMARKS 

Claim 4 has been amended to change the word "transmitted" to 
"exchanged" and to change the words "modulator activation signals" to 
"activation signals" in order to be consistent with claim 1 . 

Claim 6 has been amended to clarify the claim language relating to the 
first and second detectors. 

Claim 8 has been amended to change the words "modulator activation 
signal" to "activation signal" to make the claim terminology more consistent. 

Claim 9 has been amended to spell out the acronym "quantum key 
distribution" and to use the word "signals" instead of the word "pulses" in order 
to make the claim language consistent. 

Claim 1 1 has been amended to correct several typographical errors. 

Claim 1 2 has been amended to clarify the claim language relating into 
the change in the detector counts.
